Harold Weisberg who is a com- 
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| mercial producer of fowl and 
eggs, reported the unusual incid- 
ent Monday. 

He said through the Department 
of Employment Security he hired 
a man by the name of Dun- 
can Macrae from New Mexico. 
Weisberg said Macrae said he 
had a son who was a patient at 
Johns Hopkins, ill with leukemia. 

Weisberg, ( and his wife, each 
year save large double yolk eggs 
from their Ernden geese, hard- 
boil them, then send the eggs to 
hospitals as special Easter surpis- 
es for the children. 

Since hearing that the youth 
was ill Weisberg sent the eggs 
early with Macrae to give to his 
son. Weisberg said the. man did 
not report for work late last week, 
so he became suspicious. He call- 
ed Montgomery County police, 
j who in checking found that a boy 
! by the name of Macrae had not 
been entered at Johns ' Hopkins. 

Weisberg said he arid his wife 
still have some of the large eggs 
left and are saving them for other 
children hospitalized' at Easter. 
However he said they were some- 
what disappointed that their ef- 
forts in goodwill have, ended as a 
mystery.
